Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  Relating  to 
Private  Bills 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  applica¬ 
tion  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating  suffi¬ 
ciently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by 
or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one 
leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all 
parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  news¬ 
paper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  elec¬ 
toral  districts,  the  notice  shall  furthermore  be 
published  once  a  week  if  possible  in  some  news¬ 
paper  in  every  electoral  district  affected,  or  if 
there  be  no  newspaper  published  therein,  then  in 
a  newspaper  published  in  the  electoral  district 
nearest  thereto. 

(4)  The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  in  all 
cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four  weeks 
during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close  of 
the  next  preceding  Session  and  the  consideration 
of  the  petition.

And  if  this  rule  shall  be  suspended 
or  modified  as  aforesaid,  the  promoters  of  any 
Private  Bill  which  is  presented  after  the  time  here¬ 
inbefore  limited,  or  for  which  the  petition  has 
been  received  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited, 
shall  in  cither  case  pay  double  the  fees  required 
in  respect  of  such  Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the 
House  shall  order  to  the  contrary.

103.  (1)  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  incorpo¬ 
ration  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by 
reference  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts  re¬ 
lating  to  the  details  to  be  provided  for  by  such 
Bills:  Special  grounds  shall  be  established  for 
any  proposed  departure  from  this  principle,  or  for 
the  introduction  of  other  provisions  as  to  such 
details,  and  a  note  shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill 
indicating  the  provisions  thereof  in  which  the 
general  Act  is  proposed  to  be  departed  from.

REGULATIONS 

1.  In  these  regulations: — 

(a)  “Act”  means  the  “Labour  Relations  Act”: 

(b)  “Board”  means  the  Labour  Relations  Board: 

(c)  “Chairman”  means  the  Chairman  of  the  Board,  and  includes,  during  the 
absence  of  the  Chairman  for  any  reason,  the  Vice-Chairman  of  the  Board: 

( d )  “Registrar”  means  the  Registrar  appointed  under  authority  of  section  76 
of  the  Act: 

( e )  The  definitions  contained  in  the  Act  shall  apply  to  these  regulations,  and 
the  term  “person”  shall  include  a  natural  person,  a  partnership,  firm, 
body  corporate,  employers’  organization,  or  trade-union. 

2.  ( 1 )  The  forms  prescribed  by  the  Board  for  use  in  proceedings  before  it  shall  be 
used  in  such  proceedings;  copies  of  these  forms  may  be  obtained  from  the  Registrar, 
Parliament  Buildings,  Victoria,  B.C. 

(2)  Where  by  these  regulations  notices  are  required  to  be  given  by  the  Board  to 
any  person,  the  notice  shall  be  in  writing,  and  may  be  filed,  given,  or  served  by  being  sent 
by  mail  or  by  personal  service.  Notices  to  be  served  upon  or  filed  with  the  Board  may  be 
addressed  to  or  served  upon  the  Registrar,  Parliament  Buildings,  Victoria,  B.C. 

(3)  Where  by  the  Act  or  by  these  regulations  a  notice  is  required  to  be  given  by  the 
Board,  it  may  be  given  by  the  Registrar. 

(4)  The  Registrar,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Chairman,  may  set  down  any 
application  or  other  matter  pending  before  the  Board  for  hearing  by  the  Board  and  fix 
the  time  and  place  of  the  hearing,  and  shall  do  so  in  any  case  upon  the  request  of  the 
Chairman. 

(5)  Meetings  of  the  Board  shall  be  held  as  determined  by  the  Board  or  at  the  call 
of  the  Chairman. 

Enlarging  or  Abridging  Time 

3.  When  the  Board  deems  it  advisable,  it  may  postpone  or  adjourn  the  hearing  or 
consideration  of  any  matter  for  such  time  and  from  time  to  time  and  upon  such  terms 
as  it  may  deem  fit;  or  in  any  matter  or  proceeding  abridge  or  enlarge  the  time  prescribed 
by  these  regulations  for  doing  any  act,  filing  any  document,  or  instituting  any  proceeding 
before  it. 

Decisions  of  the  Board 

4.  All  decisions  of  the  Board  shall  be  in  writing,  and  after  the  formal  notices  or 
orders  have  been  sent  to  the  persons  affected,  all  such  decisions  shall  be  published. 

5.  Any  person  directly  affected  by  any  decision  or  order  of  the  Board  may  apply  to 
the  Board  to  vary  or  revoke  such  decision  or  order  if: — 

( a )  The  application  is  made  in  writing  within  thirty  days  after  the  date  of  the 
publication  to  that  person  or  to  the  public  that  such  a  decision  or  order 
has  been  made;  and 

(b)  The  applicant  sets  out  particulars  of  the  matter  to  which  exception  is  taken 
and  the  reasons  for  seeking  the  said  variation  or  revocation. 

6.  An  application  under  Regulation  5  shall  not  operate  as  a  stay  of  proceedings 
pursuant  to  the  decision  or  order,  but  on  an  application  for  such  a  stay,  after  notifying  all 
persons  directly  affected  to  appear  and  be  heard  and  after  hearing  all  those  who  appear, 
the  Board  shall  grant  a  stay  if  it  considers  that  should  be  done. 

Amendment  of  Proceedings 

7.  Any  application  or  other  document  filed  with  the  Board  in  connection  with  any 
proceeding  before  it  under  the  Act  may  be  amended  at  any  time  by  leave  of  the  Board 
upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  it  may  prescribe. 
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Application  for  Certification  of  a  Trade-union 
( Sections  10,  11,  12,  and  65) 

8.  For  the  purposes  of  sections  10,  11,  12,  and  65  of  the  Act,  a  member  in  good 
standing  of  a  trade-union  shall  be  deemed  by  the  Board  to  be  a  person  who,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Board,  has  at  the  date  of  application  for  certification:  — 

(a)  Signed  an  application  for  membership  in  that  trade-union;  and 

( b )  On  his  own  behalf,  paid  at  least  one  month’s  union  dues  for  or  within  the 
period  commencing  on  the  first  day  of  the  third  month  preceding  the 
calendar  month  in  which  the  application  is  made  and  ending  upon  the  date 
of  application;  or 

(c)  Where  he  has  joined  the  union  within  the  period  mentioned  in  subpara¬ 
graph  (h),  has,  on  his  own  behalf,  paid  the  union  application  or  admission 
fee  in  an  amount  at  least  equal  to  one  month’s  union  dues. 

9.  (1)  An  application  by  a  trade-union  for  certification  under  section  10  of  the 
Act  shall  be  in  writing,  duly  signed  on  behalf  of  the  trade-union  as  provided  in  section  67 
of  the  Act  and  verified  by  statutory  declaration  or  affidavit  of  the  person  or  persons  who 
signed  the  application.  Such  applications  shall  be  made  in  duplicate  in  Form  1  in  the 
Schedule  to  these  regulations. 

(2)  Where  an  application  for  certification  is  received,  the  Registrar  shall  seek 
information  from: — 

(a)  The  employer  or  employers  of  the  persons  in  the  bargaining  unit;  and 

( b )  The  trade-union  or  trade-unions  making  the  application;  and 

(c)  The  trade-union  or  trade-unions  who  are  certified  or  have  an  application 
pending  before  the  Board  for  the  same  unit  or  any  part  of  it;  and 

( d )  The  trade-union  or  trade-unions  who  are  certified  for  another  unit, 
including  the  unit  applied  for,  or  any  part  of  it;  and 

( e )  Such  other  persons  as  the  Board  may  direct  in  the  specific  case, — 

by  notifying  them  of  the  application  (in  Forms  2  and  3)  and  affording  them  at  least 
ten  (10)  days  within  which  to  submit  the  observations  which,  in  accordance  with 
Regulation  9  (3),  the  employer  or  trade-union  or  person  consider  the  Board  should 
take  into  account  before  it  is  satisfied  in  accordance  with  sections  10,  11,  and  12  of 
the  Act  that  certification  should  issue  to  the  applicant. 

(3)  Within  ten  (10)  days  of  the  date  of  the  notice,  any  person  to  whom  the  notice 
is  sent  may  submit  his  observations  to  the  Registrar.  Where  such  a  reply  requests  a 
hearing  on  the  application,  it  shall  give  reasons,  and  the  nature  of  the  further  oral  evidence 
or  representations  that  it  is  proposed  to  make  shall  be  stated. 

(4)  The  person  who  makes  the  declaration  verifying  an  application  for  certification, 
or  the  president  or  the  secretary  of  the  trade-union  sought  to  be  certified,  may  apply  in 
writing  to  the  Registrar  for  permission  to  withdraw  the  application,  and  the  Board  may 
accede  thereto  if  the  application  for  certification  has  been  sufficiently  identified. 

(5)  The  Board  may  require  the  employer  to  post  and  keep  posted  for  five  (5) 
consecutive  working-days  one  or  more  copies  of  a  notice  in  Form  7  in  a  conspicuous 
place  or  places  in  his  establishment  or  wherever  they  are  most  likely  to  come  to  the 
attention  of  the  employees  in  the  proposed  unit,  and  the  Board  may  require  a  statutory 
declaration  proving  compliance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Board  for  posting. 

(6)  Where  the  Board  is  of  the  opinion  that  a  hearing  on  an  application  is  advis¬ 
able,  notice  (in  Form  4)  fixing  the  time  and  place  of  the  hearing  shall  be  given  the 
applicant  and  all  those  to  whom  notice  has  been  sent,  in  accordance  with  Regulation 
9  (2). 

(7)  Where  a  person  fails  to  reply  within  the  time-limit  prescribed  by  these  regula¬ 
tions,  that  person  is  not  entitled,  except  by  leave  of  the  Board,  to  any  further  notice  of 
proceedings  or  to  make  further  representation  or  give  further  evidence  to  the  Board  in 
connection  therewith. 

(8)  Where  an  application  is  made  under  section  10  (2)  of  the  Act,  evidence  shall 
be  filed  to  prove  the  consents  required  by  section  10  (4)  ( b ).  Such  consents  shall  be 
in  substantially  the  following  form: —

Such  application  shall  also  show  the  detail  of  the  applicant’s  assertion  that  section  10 
(4)  ( c )  of  the  Act  is  met. 

(9)  Where  an  application  is  made  under  section  11  of  the  Act,  the  Board  may 
require  a  statement  outlining  the  collective-bargaining  history  of  the  employees  affected 
to  assist  the  Board  to  determine  whether  or  not  the  unit  applied  for  is  appropriate  for 
collective  bargaining. 

(10)  Where  the  application  seeks  certification  as  envisaged  in  section  12  (12)  of 
the  Act,  the  Board  may  require  both  the  applicant  and  the  employer  to  file  with  it 
statutory  declarations  as  to: — 

( a )  What  constitutes  all  the  operations  of  the  employer: 

(fi)  An  outline  of  bargaining  history  in  all  of  the  operations  of  the  employer. 

10.  Where,  in  the  opinion  of  a  person,  section  12  (8)  of  the  Act  should  be  invoked, 
providing  the  Board  has  accepted  the  status  of  an  applicant,  the  onus  is  on  that  person 
to  show  cause  why  the  applicant  should  not  be  certified  or  any  existing  agreement  should 
not  be  recognized. 

11.  Where  an  employer  seeks  permission  under  section  12  (9)  of  the  Act  to  alter 
rates  of  pay  or  terms  or  conditions  of  employment,  he  shall  apply  in  writing  to  the 
Registrar,  who  shall  supply  the  applicant  for  certification  and  other  persons  the  Board 
deems  should  be  notified  with  a  copy  of  such  application.  Within  five  (5)  days  of  the 
date  of  the  notice,  the  applicant  for  certification  and  other  persons  shall  submit  their 
observations  to  the  Registrar. 

12.  Proceedings  under  section  12  (10)  of  the  Act  shall  be  commenced  by  an  appli¬ 
cation  in  writing  to  the  Board,  and  the  Board  shall  notify  any  affected  certified  trade- 
union  as  part  of  its  investigation,  giving  such  trade-union  ten  (10)  full  days  from  date 
of  the  Board’s  notice  to  make  representations.  Thereafter  the  procedures  as  in  Regula¬ 
tion  9  (5),  (6),  (7)  shall  apply. 


Representation  Votes 

13.  (1)  Where  the  Board  has  directed  that  a  vote  shall  be  taken  of  the  employees 
in  a  unit,  the  Board  shall  determine  the  form  of  ballot  and  settle  the  list  of  employees 
eligible  to  vote.  Except  where  otherwise  ordered,  the  voters  list  shall  be  the  employer’s 
payroll  for  or  nearest  to  the  date  of  the  application  for  certification.  The  Registrar  is 
responsible  for  the  taking  of  the  vote  and  reporting  thereon  to  the  Board,  and  he 
shall: — 

(a)  Fix  the  method  of  voting  and  the  time  and  places  for  the  taking  of  the 
vote: 

( b )  Settle  the  forms  of  notice  of  the  vote  and  provide  for  the  posting  thereof: 

(c)  Appoint  a  returning  officer  and  such  deputy  returning  officers  and  poll 
clerks  as  he  may  deem  necessary: 

( d )  Direct,  in  any  case,  that  certain  ballots  be  segregated  and  referred  to  the 
Board  for  a  ruling: 

(e)  Give  any  special  directions  he  may  deem  necessary  as  to  the  proper  con¬ 
duct  of  the  vote: 

(/)  Invite  cmployer(s)  and  trade-union (s)  affected  each  to  appoint,  in  writ¬ 
ing,  at  least  one  scrutineer. 

(2)  Upon  completion  of  the  vote,  the  returning  officer  shall  forthwith  prepare  a 
return  according  to  the  authorized  form,  sign  the  return,  and  file  a  copy  with  the  Regis¬ 
trar.  Such  return  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  filed  with  a  person  affected  if  a  copy 
of  it  is  delivered  to  a  scrutineer  appointed  by  the  person  affected. 
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14.  The  Registrar,  subject  to  the  direction  of  the  Board,  shall  be  responsible  for 
the  processing  of  all  applications  made  to  the  Board,  the  issue  of  notices  on  behalf  of 
the  Board,  the  conduct  of  investigations  for  the  Board  in  connection  with  applications, 
and  other  matters  coming  before  the  Board,  and  may,  subject  to  the  direction  of  the 
Chairman,  in  his  discretion,  undertake,  or  cause  to  be  undertaken,  such  investigation 
on  the  Board’s  behalf  as  he  deems  necessary  in  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  and  shall 
be  responsible  for  the  preparation  and  submission  of  reports  to  the  Board  concerning  the 
matters  mentioned  in  this  section,  and,  subject  to  the  direction  of  the  Chairman,  the 
issue  of  documents  giving  effect  to  the  decisions  of  the  Board. 

15.  A  record  of  the  proceedings  and  decisions  of  the  Board  and  of  orders  made  by 
it  shall  be  maintained,  under  supervision  of  the  Chairman. 

16.  A  summons  (in  Form  6)  to  require  any  person  to  appear  before  the  Board  to 
give  evidence  shall  be  deemed  good  and  sufficient  for  that  purpose,  and  may  be  given 
by  the  Registrar,  and  service  thereof  may  be  effected  by  personal  service  on  the  person 
to  whom  it  is  directed  or  by  sending  it  to  that  person  by  registered  mail. 

17.  A  complaint  laid  pursuant  to  section  7  of  the  Act  in  connection  with  sections 
4,  5,  and  6  of  the  Act  shall  be  in  written  form,  and  shall  set  out  the  order  which  is 
sought  from  the  Board  and  an  outline  of  what  is  intended  to  be  proven.  The  person 
against  whom  the  complaint  is  laid  shall  be  notified  of  the  complaint,  and  within  seven 
(7)  days  of  the  date  of  the  notice  shall  submit  his  observations  to  the  Registrar. 

18.  An  application  for  the  Board’s  consent  to  a  prosecution  for  violation  of  the 
Act  shall  be  in  writing,  stating  the  nature  and  particulars  of  the  offence,  and  shall  con¬ 
tain  a  statement  of  the  wording  of  the  charge  it  is  proposed  to  lay;  and  the  person 
making  such  an  application  shall  supply  such  further  information  as  the  Board  may 
require,  and  the  Board  may  make  such  inquiry  as  it  deems  necessary.  The  Registrar 
shall  supply  persons  who  would  appear  to  be  affected  by  the  prosecution  with  a  copy  of 
the  charge  for  which  consent  is  sought. 

19.  Form  of  a  certificate  issued  to  a  trade-union  certified  under  the  Act  shall  be  as 
in  Form  5.
